Big Price At Opening 

Sale At Hoqie House 

Tobacco Growers Jubilant When Mar- 
ket Breaks All Records For 
First Day's Tobacco Sales 



The Home Tobacco Wareiioust- 
drew first sale at the opening of 
the Richmond tobacco market 
Wednesday morning, and then 
things began to happen. 

It was with difficulty that the 
big crowd which followed Uncle 
Jake Berger kept from cheering 
in the chill December air, for the 
buyers began to go after every 
basket oflered in a way that was 
never seen before « this early in 
the season. 

Instead of the usual four buy- 
ers for the four big companies, 
there was almost a dozen buyers 
in line. The Ancient Order of 
Pinhookers were on the job in 
full swing, and the farther they 
went the more interesting pro- 
ceedings became. 

A weed crop that .sold below 40 
cents was the exception rather 
than the rule. Only the veriest 
trash and dust sold under 20 or 
30 cents. crop with real color 
and texture was good for 70 cents 
most any time. The top basket 
noticed at the morning sale 
brought 87 cents. 

Bill Luxon fairly was in his 
glory. He says tiiat he's going 
to show the patrons of the Home 
House the greateat tobacco mar- 
ket that they ever saw and the 
way he started off Wednesday 
morning, itjoolv mighty like he's 
going to make good. Everybody 
was feeling fine. The cold wave 
didn't give any one cold feet. The 
big crowd followed the buyers all 
day, and enthusiasm kept getting 
better. Tobacco farmers and 
growers see lots of, Santa Gaus 
diis Christmas, if prices keep up 
this way, and it's only a question

STOCK ELECTIONS 

HELD INVALID 



Judge Price Handa Down Opinion 
Because of Legal 
Technicalities 



Due to thte fact that certain 
technicalities of the law were ov- 
erlooked, the stock law elections 
held in five precincts in Madison 
county on November 4th, were 
declared null and void by Judge 
W. K. Price in county court Mon- 
day. In three of the precincts 
the law "carried"; in one the 
question was not decided as the 
vote was a tie and in one precinct 
the vote was adverse. 

Owing to failure to properly 
order and advertise the calls for 
the election in the various per- 
ciiicts, as re(|uircd by law, Judge 
Price gave a formal opinion that 
the election had to be set a^de. 
He wrote out an opinion in the 
case in full. There was much in- 
terest in these elections in sev- 
eral of the precincts and the ques- 
tion was hard fought. It is un- 
derstood that elections will be 
held next year, with all formali- 
ties fully carried out as required 
by law so as to leave no loophole. 

Judge Price's iormal opinion in 
the cases is as follows : 

It appears to the court that the 
petition in each of the above styl- 
ed proceedings has heretofore 
been filed in accordance with sec- 
tion 4646 of the Kentucky Sta- 
tutes, and the Fiscal Court duly 
entered of record its proper or- 
ders in each case, and the requi- 
iste amount of money, to-wit, 
$25, was deposited by the peti- 
tioners in each case Vith the 
County Court, as required by said 
section, and that the proper ques- 
tion as defined in the Fiscal Court 
orders, was duly caused by the 
1,'oiinty Clerk to be printed on the 
ballots for each precinct in which 
the vote was to be taken under 
the aforesaid orders, and that said 
question was voted on by the 
electors in the precinct lesiniated 
in each of the above indicated 
petitions, at the November elec- 
tion, 1919, and the result thereof 
announced as required by section 
4650 of said Statutes. The result 
being as follows : 

Kingston precinct, yes, 103 ; no, 
90; 

Poosey precinct, yes, 99, no, 46; 
Newby precinct, yes, 114, no, 

100; 

l'>if,'perstaff precinct, yes, 93, 

no. 93; 

Valley View precinct, yes. 49, 
no. 70. 

Nevertheless, it further ajipears 
and is made known to the court 
that no order was entered of re- 
cord by this court directing the 
election officers in each of said 
precinct to open a poll as provid- 
ed by said section 4646 and that 
notice of submission or intended 
submission of said question at the 
election aforesaid was not given 
or published as required by sec- 
tion 4647 of said Statutes,— in 
fact, the requisite notice was not 
made or published at all, — now, 
therefore, die court having duly 
considered the premises and each 
case, is of the opinion that the 
submission of said question at the 
November election, 1919, was 
without statutory authority, and 
the voting thereat on said ques- 
tion was void, and it is according- 
ly adjudged that insofar as con- 
cerns the voting on the said ques- 
tion thus submitted, said election 
was void, and that a void election 
is no election in legal effect.

Glass Says It Has Been Passed 
Ob To Consumer— No Tax 
RadBctioB In SUfiA 

(By AsaootaUd Tfm) 

Washington, Dec. 3 — No apjire- 
ciable reductit)n in taxes for the 
next fiscal year to he thought 
of. Secretary Glass declared in his 
annual report sent today to con- 
gress. Government receipts must 
be kept at their present figure, he 
said, in order to bring govern- 
ment borrowing to an end. 

Facing expenditures estimated 
at $5,629,486,359 for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1920, and $4,473,696,- 
358 for the year ending June .?0, 
1921, the government must en- 
force rigid economy, Mr. Glass 
declared. He placed the deficit 
for the current year at $3,905,- 
000,000 and for the year ending 
June 30, 1921, at approximately 
$2,005,000,000. 

On this basis, Mr. Glass urged 
congress to deny "every appro- 
priation for expenditure in new 
fields.'' He said the same policy 
should obtain until the governmet 
had its sinking fund well under 
way and repayment of the war 
debt "satisfactorily begun." 

Mr. Glass charged that exces- 
sive government expenditures 
were "the most vital facturs," in 
increasing the cost of living and 
argued that it was urgently 
necessary to keep down public 
expenses for this reason as well 
as because of tiie drain on the 
taxpayers. 

The present revenue laws need 
revising to meet new conditions, 
he said. He referred particularly 
to the excess profits tax laws 
which he described as being "ob- 
jectionable even as a war time 
expedient." It would be still 
more objectionable in peacetime, 
he added. "Less harmful forms" 
of deriving funds for the govern- 
ment should be employed, . the 
secretary said, adding, that the 
excess profits tax has been re- 
sponsible for much of the in- 
crease in living costs because it 
had been passed on to the con- 
sumer. 

"It encourages wasteful ex- 
penditures, puts a premium on 
over capitalization and a jpenalty 
on brains,'' the secretary con- 
tinued. "It discourages new ven- 
tures and new enterprises and es- 
tablishes old ventures in their 
monopolies. In many instances, 
it acts as a consumption tax, is 
added to the cost of productioii 
upon which profits are figured, 
determining prices. It has been, 
and will, so long as it remains on 
the statute books, continue to be 
a material factor in the in- 
creased cost of living.
